2.DUNCAN MCLAUGHLIN 1.ADDISON MCLAUGHLIN 


Duncan McLaughlin, a son of Addison and Sarah Jane (Landscraft) 
McLaughlin, was born in Nicholas County VA (WV) December 31, 1833 and 
died in Butler County KS November 30, 1912. 

During the Civil War, Duncan was leader of a Confederate partisan 
band called the Webster Dare Devils. In 1862, a Federal Army office 
found the muster rolls of the Webster Dare Devils with Duncan's name at 
the top of the list. His property was confiscated and he lived "on the 
run" for the rest of the war. 

Duncan moved to Leavenworth County KS in 1865 and married Evaline 
Edmiston there. The family moved to Butler County KS in 1867.
